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WASHINGTON - Ste¬ 
phen Strasburg has "prob¬ 
ably" two or three starts 
remaining before he's done 
for the season, and he no 
longer can claim he wasn't 
told the shutdown was 
coming. 

Washington Nationals 
manager Davey Johnson 
said he spoke to Strasburg 
about the right-hander's 
innings limit Wednesday 
night on the flight home 
from a series against the 
Miami Marlins. 

"I said something to him 
on the plane, you know: 
'You've got a few more to 
go,' " Johnson said before 
Thursday night's game 
against the St. Louis Car¬ 
dinals. 

The Nationals began the 


day with a five-game lead 
over Atlanta in the Nation¬ 
al League East. Johnson 
said Strasburg is down to 
"probably ... two or three" 
starts to go in the ace's first 
full season since undergo¬ 
ing reconstructive elbow 
surgery. General manager 
Mike Rizzo has said he'll 
have an intuitive feel for 
when to pull the plug, but 
Johnson said there's a 
"pretty firm plan" in place 
that's dependent on how 
long Strasburg stays in 
each game. "He might pitch 
10 innings one game, or he 
might just go five," John¬ 
son said. "I asked Rizz, 'Do 
you want me to hook him 
after three? Save some in¬ 
nings?"' Johnson quickly 
added, in case there was 


any doubt, that such an 
early hook is not an option. 
He also ruled out sending 
Strasburg to the bullpen. 

"And, no, I'm not going 
to drag it out and give him 
seven days between starts, 
either," Johnson said. 

The Nationals have not 
revealed the exact innings 
target for Strasburg, but 
the team shut down Jor¬ 
dan Zimmermann at 161 
1/3 innings under similar 
circumstances last year. 
Strasburg has thrown 150 
1/3 and leads the NL with 
186 strikeouts. 

Strasburg (15-6, 3.05 
ERA) has helped lead the 
Nationals to a remarkable 
turnaround season, with 
the team in its first pennant 
race since the franchise 


moved to Washington. The 
decision to shut him down, 
which was determined at 
the start of the season, 
has generated consider¬ 
able national debate as to 
whether it could cost the 
city a chance to win its first 
World Series title since 
1924. 

Strasburg has feigned 
ignorance of the situation, 
repeatedly claiming that no 
one in Washington's orga¬ 
nization has talked to him 
about innings constraints. 
There's no doubt now that 
he's been told. 

Johnson was asked if 
Strasburg gave any push- 
back. The manager said 
that wasn't relevant. 

"I'm the one that puts his 
name on the lineup card," 


Johnson said. "And it ain't 
happening after the innings 
limit." 

Strasburg's next start 
is scheduled for Sunday. 
Barring a rainout or some 
change in the rotation, his 
final start likely would be 
Sept. 7 at home against Mi¬ 
ami or Sept. 12 at the New 
York Mets. 

Johnson went on to say 
that he'll be shutting down 
a "perfect" 24-year-old 
pitcher. 

"He's perfect as far as 
I'm concerned, his work 
habits. ... It's just (he still 
has a) learning curve, with 
hitters, how he locates the 
ball, not getting frustrated," 
Johnson said. "Just stuff 
that comes from experi¬ 
ence." 
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Lakers to honor three ex-players 



LOS ANGELES - The 
retired jerseys and statues 
in and around Staples Cen¬ 
ter will get some company 
next season. 

The Los Angeles Lakers 
on Thursday announced 
the dates of three events 
next season to honor Ka- 
reem Abdul-Jabbar, Ja- 
maal Wilkes and Shaquille 
O'Neal. 

On Nov. 16, before play¬ 
ing the Phoenix Suns, the 
Lakers and Staples Cen¬ 
ter will unveil a statue of 
Abdul-Jabbar at Star Plaza 
outside of Staples Center. 
Abdul-Jabbar's statue will 
join those of Magic John¬ 
son, Jerry West, Wayne 
Gretzky, Oscar De La Hoya 
and Chick Hearn around 
the front of the arena. 

Abdul-Jabbar's statue, 
or lack thereof, was a topic 
of controversy last season 
after the Hall of Fame cen¬ 
ter complained about not 
getting one erected in his 
honor. 

"When you look at what 
(owner Jerry Buss) did for 
Earvin (Johnson) and what 
he did for me, big disparity 


there," Abdul-Jabbar told 
ESPN’s "Mike & Mike in the 
Morning." "I just think that 
it's a mindset that's taken 
over in the organization 
that I'm of minimal value 
to the organization and 
they're doing other things. 
... They just don't seem to 
want to include me in the 
way they have included 
other people." 

Abdul-Jabbar is the 
NBA's all-time leading 
scorer and won six NBA 
championships, including 
five with the Lakers. He 
is a six-time NBA MVP, a 
10-time All-NBA first-team 
member and a 19-time All- 
Star. 

During halftime of the 
Lakers' Dec. 28 game 
against the Portland Trail 
Blazers, the Lakers will re¬ 
tire jersey No. 52 in honor 
of Wilkes, who was an¬ 
nounced as a member 
of the Naismith Memorial 
Basketball Hall of Fame 
induction class of 2012 in 
April. 

Wilkes, a member of the 
Lakers from 1977-85, was 
a four-time NBA champion, 



a three-time NBA All-Star 
and a rookie of the year. 

On April 2, during half¬ 
time of the Lakers' game 
against the Dallas Maver¬ 
icks, O'Neal will get his No. 
34 retired. 

O'Neal retired last June 
after a 19-year career. In 
the eight seasons he spent 
in Los Angeles from 1996- 
2004, the Lakers made the 
Finals four times, winning 
three championships, and 
O'Neal led the league in 
scoring while being named 
regular-season MVP in 
1999-2000. 

O'Neal will be the ninth 
player in Lakers franchise 
history to have his jersey 
retired, joining Wilt Cham¬ 
berlain (No. 13), Elgin Bay¬ 
lor (No. 22), Gail Goodrich 
(No. 25), Johnson (No. 32), 
Abdul-Jabbar (No. 33), 
James Worthy (No. 42), 
West (No. 44) and Wilkes 
(No. 52). 

The relationship be¬ 
tween O'Neal and the Lak¬ 
ers soured before he was 
traded to the Miami Heat in 
2004. O'Neal butted heads 
with Kobe Bryant and pub¬ 
licly demanded a lucrative 
extension that never was 
offered. Time, however, 


has healed those wounds. 

"Shaq had a long and 
amazing career, with a 
huge impact both on and 
off the court," Lakers own¬ 
er Dr. Jerry Buss said in 
a statement when O'Neal 
retired. "His contributions 
were significant to the en¬ 
tire NBA, but we specifical¬ 


ly appreciate what he did 
with and what he meant to 
the Lakers during his eight 
years with us. We have 
three championships that 
we wouldn't have won with¬ 
out him, and we will forever 
be grateful for his signifi¬ 
cant contributions to those 
teams." 
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Chad Billingsley gets injection 


Los Angeles Dodgers right¬ 
hander Chad Billingsley received 
an injection of platelet-rich plasma 
in his right elbow Thursday, a ther¬ 
apy that could be Billingsley's last 
hope of pitching again in 2012. 

He went on the disabled list Sat¬ 
urday with inflammation in his el¬ 
bow, his second stint on the DL for 
the injury this season. 

"This is the next step to see if 
he's going to be able to pitch again 


this year," Dodgers manager Don 
Mattingly said. "Then we'll go from 
there." 

Platelet-rich plasma -- or PRP -- 
is an emerging treatment to help in 
the healing of tendons or ligaments 
without resorting to surgery. The 
Dodgers haven't ruled out the pos¬ 
sibility that Billingsley will require 
Tommy John surgery, a procedure 
that would cost him most of the 
2013 season as well. 
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Kasten told the Times that his 
concern is "not based on medi¬ 
cal evidence." He also told the 
newspaper the Dodgers' ongoing 
search for another starting pitcher 
is not related to Billingsley's elbow 
injury. "There has never been a 
team in the history of baseball that 
has not been looking for pitching," 
Kasten told the Times. 

Dodgers general manager Ned 
Colletti said the talent pool that has 
either cleared waivers or remains 
on waivers is "very thin right now." 
Any player acquired after Friday 


would not be eligible for postsea¬ 
son play. 

"We'll see if something turns up 
between now and tomorrow night, 
but right now there's nothing," Col¬ 
letti said. "It's always possible, but 
it wouldn't be anything earth-shat¬ 
tering if it happens." 

Billingsley is 10-9 with a 3.55 
ERA this season. The former All- 
Star missed two weeks in July 
because of an elbow injury but 
has been sensational over his last 
seven starts, going 6-0 with a 1.80 
ERA during that stretch.
